Miles of Land Are Converted 
Into Vast Field of Defense

With the French Armies in the 
Field, February 20. —(By Mail)— 
While loudly proclaiming a gigantic 
offensive on the west front, the Ger- 
man armies have been working there 


night and day for months past build- 
ing up the greatest system for defen- 
sive warfare the world has ever 
known. 

Germany realizes that in the end 
she must sustain on the French front 
the shock of the combined French, 
Britsih and American armies. She j 
knows that in spite of whatever in- 
itial suecess she may gain by a big 
west front offensive she will be oblig 
e@ to defend every step of the terri- 
tory between the west front and the 
Rhine, 

The entire west front, extending 
for miles to the rear—in fact, prac- 
tically back to the Rhine—has nov 
been converted into one vast field of 
a defensive system. 

In the 1918 German offensive SyS- 
tem the three lines of trenches- of 
the original system gave way to three 


used their heavy | great fighting zones, the first of which 


is known as the “zone of habitual 


an elevation opposite | combat;” the second as the “zone of 


grand combats” and the third as the 
“gone of battle.” 

The zone of habitual combat “re- 
places the old first line trenches. 
‘This zone is intended to lessen the 
frightful losses sustained in defend- 
ing the first line trenches. 

The first line of the “zone of habit- 
ual combat, consists most often of a 
single tre neh. The troops even lene 
up their positions in the shell holes 
in front of this trench. These shell 
holes are stock not only with ammu- 
nitions but with food and water. Of- 
ten this first line is held by only a 
few soldiers Instead of sacrificing 
thousands of men, holding a rigid — 
line of trenches, Field Marshal Hin- 
denburg now prefers to save his men 
by’ permitting them to fall back to 
the “zone of grand combats.’ 

The German defensive organization 
and troops, instead of being concen- 
‘trated now on the front line, are 
spread out indefinitely to the rear- 
ward. Af the front now gives way 
at any time, ever increasing defen- 
sive organizations and troops are 
found to the rear. 

In these “zones of grand sinha" 
the defensive organizations for the 
infantry consist of trench after. 
trench. AN these are supported by 
numerous defnsive positions, such as 
concrete forts, fortified hills, block 
houses, machine gun nests, great uns 
derground caves and forests. : 

After them comes the great “zone 
of battle” where when the allied arm- 
ies get through the first and second 
zones they must give open battle. 
Here, too, the Germans have endeav- 
ored to prepare everything in ad- 
vance so that even in open combat 
they will have the\ advantage. 

This is the defnsive system which 
built, at the same 
time announcing their intention of 
ending the war by a great offensive. 
The system is a tacit acknowledg- 
ment of the superiority of the allied 
armies and betokens an appreciation 
that Germany must end the war on 
the defensive, not on the offensive.

Use Clarified Fats (Pork, beef; mut- 
ton, chicken, ete.) and drippings, as 
much as possible. ‘To clarify: Heat 
any sweet drippings from beef, pork, 
mutton, with boiling water, stirring 
constantly. When the fat and water 
has boiled freely,’set aside dish to 
cool. Remove cold fat and again heat 
to drive out all water. Put in crock 
for use. 

Soap Fats: Fats which can nc 
be used for deep frying; left- 
over fats which are not quite sweet, 
may be put in a crock to save for fall 
soapmaking for home-cleaning. 

Recipes Dissolve 1 can of lye in 1 quart 
of water; cool. Add 6 pounds of fat, 
melted but not hot. Stir until : white. 
Pour. into pan and cut into squares as it 
hardens. Let it dry thoroughly before 
using. 
Note: If the soap is to be white the 
fat ‘must be clarified. 


Reduce Sugar Consumption 


If the present shortage of sugar is 
to be met, it is necessary for each per- 
son to reduce his portion to 3-4 pound 
a week. There are so many sweet 
foods available that this patriotic duty 
causes as yet no real deprivation. The 
sacrifice is very small, but let us not 
forget to make it. 


Omit candy and frosted cakes.. 
Use less sugar in tea and coffee. 


Avoid desserts and cakes requiring 
large amounts of sugar. 


Reduce amounts of sugar in customary 
recipes. 


Substitute for sugar — corn syrup, 
honey,etc. For all practical pur- 
poses 1 C syrup equals 1 C sugar 
plus 1-4 C liquid. With honey, mo- 
lasses, or sorghum use soda, as the 
leavening agent, since the acid in 
these sugar substitutes calis for a 
neutralizing alkali. 

Use sweet fruits, such as figs, raisins, 
dates, etc. Cook breakfast cereals 
with chopped figs, raisins, or dates, 
and serve without sugar.

Prunes are about 73% sugar 
Dried apples, apricots, etc., are from 

60% to 66% sugar. Use them freely 

and save cane and beet sugar. Soak

Use More Cottage Cheese 


Cottage cheese or Dutch cheese, as 
it is often called, is one of the very 
best of substitutes for meat. It is 
richer in protein than most meats and 
is very much cheaper. 


‘Serve it often. Teach your family 
to like it by serving it in different 
ways. -Season it carefully, and add 
enough. cream or milk to make it ap- 
petizing. Chopped onion or chopped 
green pepper, or both, are a delightful
